AWCS (Automated Weapons Control System). Personnel in the 
Data Access Branch/SD/OL have had several problems with the 
updating of the NIPS data base for weapons. They have had 
hardware and software problems with the floppy disks and mini 
magnetic tapes. Work is continuing to resolve these problems. 


ICS (Inventory Control System) . A GIMANAL job run against 
the ICS offline data base, ICSBAT, indicated that there were 
problems with the data (unchained records). Customer Services 
restored the data base to the last good backup which was January 
2, 1983, the day before the month-end updates. The GIMANAL listing 
showed no errors for this copy of the data bas e. The cause o f the 
25X1 problem has not been identified at this time.
